Westbrook On 
First Telephone 
In Tat’s Domain 


It may not be true that, as d«- 
plated by a cartoonist. Tutankh-amen 
was familiar with the telephone and 
in fact used one every day of his 
reign. But it certainly is true that 
Egypt had telephones at almost as 
remote a. date as America. The 
story is told by William T. Westbrook 
of Wilmington, who introduced the 
telephone into Delaware in 1877 and 
1878. After telling how de‘ly. appli- 
cation were received from parties 
wishing telephones put up or de- 
siring to become cr-nect :! wth the 
exchange, he says: 

“Among the interested ones was 
a retired English gentleman who had 
a relative in Egypt, a gencral in the 
English army, stafiong.t at Cafro, and 
it oécurred (to him that a few tele- 
phone outfits world be of great con- 
venience to the general. After a 
great deal of correspondence I suc- 
ceeded in having an invoice of twelve 
telephones sent to Cairo, Egypt. The 
order was filled about the time of a 
write-up about the telephone in the 
Wilmington Every Evening for Au- 
gucst 23, 1873, and in making the 
shipment I place copies of the paper 
in the box. It has always been an 
interesting remembrance to me that 
telephones in the oldest of cities 
were sent from the little State of 
Delaware and from a mere child city 
of the new country.”
